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Denture Discussion Draws Large 


Crowd for May Meeting 


New Constitution and By-Laws 
Adopted; New Officers Installed 


A crowd of approximately 700 people 
filled the Red Lacquer Room of the 
Palmer House to capacity on the evening 
of May 19, to see and hear Dr. Merrill 
G. Swenson of New York in a return 
engagement. Audible sighs of relief 
could be heard emanating from the vicin- 
ity of President Cartwright and Program 
Chairman Hodgman as the curtain was 
rung down on the last performance of 
the season. Numerous vexing problems 
contributed to their discomfiture. In the 
first place, despite methods reminiscent 
of the steam-roller, the approval of the 
revised edition of the Constitution and 
By-Laws took considerable time. The 
latent talents of Vice-President Chris- 
tian Davidson were put to use during the 
discussion when he acted as Chairman 
and displayed all the poise and acumen 
of an old campaigner. By the time the 
new officers and directors had been in- 
stalled and the last Branch President had 
received his certificate, the essayist was 
showing signs of panic. 

Dr. Swenson, who is Professor of Pros- 
thetic Dentistry at New York University, 
launched into his subject, “Edentulous 
Impressions and Bite Registration,” in 
rather pedagogical fashion and those who 
came expecting to be given a technique 
for making dentures with little effort 
and uniform results were disappointed. 
As Dr. Swenson explained, “There’s no 
royal road to success.” Lots of dentists 
have a misconception, he went on to say, 
about prosthetic dentistry. They’d like 
to spend 2 hours on a case and pocket 
$200 (as who wouldn’t). No teacher can 
give a course in one lecture, he can only 
hit the high spots; which Dr. Swenson 
proceeded to do. He admitted that there 
are several ways of taking impressions, 
several ways of checking bite relation 
and the results may be equally good. 
Artificial restorations mean trouble, make 


no mistake about that. Dentists are apt 
to be more apologetic than thorough. To 
avoid some unnecessary trouble he sug. 
gested giving each patient a printed list 
of instructions. Put down in black and 
white the statement that the lower den- 
ture will be more troublesome than the 
upper. Put down the statement that the 
patient must learn to chew all over again. 
Then when they return with complaints 
you can say, “I told you so!” Dr. Swen- 
son illustrated his lecture with slides and 
motion pictures. | 

Augmenting this program were a dozen 
table clinics given by members of the 
Society. These aroused a lot of interest 
and might still be going on if someone 
hadn’t started putting out the lights. 


CONSTITUTION ADOPTED 


The Constitution and By-Laws as pub- 
lished in the May 1 issue of THE FoRT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW was amended and then 
adopted. The amendment provides an 
addition to Article XXI, Section 1 con- — 
cerning membership in branch society 
organization. The addition is to be known 
as Division e and reads as follows: 

Division e. Present Members—Exemp- 
tion: Any person holding active member- 
ship at the time of the adoption of these 
By-Laws, who would be required there- 
under to transfer branch membership, 
may elect to continue membership in- 
definitely in the branch society with 
which he or she is currently affiliated, 
provided written notice to that effect is 
given the office of the Chicago Dental 
Society within one year from the date 
of adoption of these By-Laws. 

The graduating classes of the three 
dental colleges in Chicago were special 
guests of the Society. The Dean of each 
of the schools was called upon to intro-

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Public Relations Committee Meets 


Important Activities Discussed Including Dental Hygiene Institute and 
Public Speaking Division 


“The activities of the Public Relations 
Committee for the year just ending will 
stand as a milestone along the by-ways 
of human progress and dental advance- 
ment—and will also furnish a perfect 
answer to that oft asked question : ‘What 
js the Dental Society doing for me?” 
stated Chairman H. R. H. Brevig at a 
recent meeting of that Committee. Dr. 
Brevig opened the meeting with the 
Chairman’s report of the progress of the 
several sub-divisions of the Committee, 
calling special attention to the organ- 
ization and progress of the new Dental 
Hygiene Institute of Chicago, an out- 
growth of the old Mouth Hygiene 
Council. 


PRINGLE REPORT 


The work of the Director, William B. 
Pringle, was covered briefly and praised 
by Dr. Brevig, who then called upon Mr. 
Pringle for a more complete report. A 
few facts brought out by Mr. Pringle 
should be repeated here—especially his 
expressed satisfaction at the expectation 
of exceeding the estimated income for 
the first year. He stated that as of May 
I, commercial firms have paid in or 
pledged $4,100, and sixty active mem- 
berships have been sold with very little 
campaigning and no high pressure in 
only one-fourth of the year—so that, the 
budget of $6,000 to match the $6,000 
appropriated by the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety looks like a cinch to be oversub- 
scribed. He mentioned support from 
other important sources, such as the 
Hyde Park Parent-Teacher Association 
and the Illinois Oral Hygiene Associa- 
tion “as extremely important from the 
standpoint of endorsement and contact 
with groups who can further the In- 
stitute’s progress.” 

Mr. Pringle described the great volume 
of publicity which is already under way 
for the ethical dissemination of dental 
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education to the laity. Specially prepared 
motion pictures with sound records are 
“a highly adaptable medium for visual 
education” said the Director, who also 
brought out the point that all script is 
first received and approved by the Pro- 
fessional Guidance Committee appointed 
by the Public Relations Committee. The 
revival of the Industrial Diagnostic Serv- 
ice, radio broadcasts, regular articles in 
industrial house organs and syndicated 
columns in community newspapers, co- 
operation with the Summer Round-up 
Campaign of the Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciation for kindergarten children, and 
talks by the Director and others before 
the branch societies, dealer and labora- 
tory associations are listed as some of the 
many activities already under way. Mr. 
Pringle also recommended that ‘each 
branch set aside an entire evening next 
term for the Institute and suggests the 
appointment of a small committee in 
each branch whose duty it would be to 
keep the members informed of the Insti- 
tute’s activities and accept suggestions for 
improvement. 


THE CHICAGO SUN 


Chairman Brevig next informed the 
Committee that Dr. Nathan S. Davis, 
Health Editor of “The Chicago Sun” 
had replied to our inquiry relative to 
the insertion of a dental column in the 
paper by requesting that a dental con- 
sultant be selected to serve on the staff, 
and that accordingly Dr. Robert Kesel, 
Editor of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW, was 
asked to function. “We may now expect 
better answers to dental problems than 
are commonly found in certain other 
publications,” said Dr. Brevig. 

The situation at the Cook County 
Children’s Dental Clinic at the County 
Hospital has been somewhat improved 
by order of Clayton F. Smith, President 
of the Cook County Commissioners, who 
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authorized the warden of the County 
Hospital to make definite arrangements 
for the appointment of a dentist on the 
Medical Advisory Board of the County

Brevig as a move in the right direction. 
As Dr. Hugo G. Fisher, who looked after 
the interests of dentistry in that direction 
for many years, is unable to serve longer 
because of his retirement, Dr. F. S. Tittle 
has been appointed to take his place.

Dr. Walter Scanlan reported on 
Summer Round-up sponsored by 
Parent-Tedchers Association. He ex- 
plained this activity as a plan for the 
dental examination of pre-school chil- 
dren, already mentioned by Mr. Pringle, 
and one of the many dental contacts 
with the public now carried on so much 
more efficiently through the permanent 
control headquarters of the Dental Hy- 
giene Institute. Dr. Scanlan reported 
that the parents accompany the children, 
and that the examiners, in addition to 
making a thorough dental examination, 
spend a little time explaining to the 
parents the importance of good teeth, 
the ultimate effect they will have on the 
future health, happiness, and well-being 
of the children, the handicap of poor 
teeth, the embarrassment of a missing 
tooth, the vexation of a facial deformity, 
etc. 


PUBLIC SPEAKING DIVISION 


Dr. Thomas E. Fleming reporting for 
the Public Speaking Division, made the 
following recommendations for the guid- 
ance of future committees : 

1. Retention of at least the part time 
services of a dentist trained in public 
health procedures to make the most of 
our representations before lay groups. 


2. Further co-operation with the De- 
partment of Health and the Board of 
Education in getting the dental health 
story before child audiences. 

3. Organization of a library of dental 
health material containing talks, posters, 
slides and movies of value in dental 
health education. 


4. Reports on all appearances, so as to 
analyze our audiences as to what facts 
should be most emphasized in talks before 
different types of audiences. 


DR. MORREY 


Dr. Lon Morrey reported concerning 
the effort which was made for the res- 
toration of the nine Municipal Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium dental clinics which had 
been closed for lack of appropriation and 
which are now being re-opened. The 
civil service dentists are being restored to 
their positions. 

President Cartwright was asked to 
speak and called attention to the wonder- 
ful opportunity we are enjoying through 
the Dental Hygiene Institute and its ac. 
tivities such as the radio broadcasts and 
the Industrial Diagnostic Service “to 
publicize dentistry in a legitimate and 
ethical way.” 

Dr. Moreland Emmerson of the Cook 
County Dental Health Unit, who was 
present with his assistant, Miss Egan, 
spoke of arrangements being made for 
dental health lectures to nurses in train- 
ing. “There is no telling how much bene- 
fit to both the public and dentistry will 
accrue from the correct dental informa- 
tion which these women will be enabled 
thereby to pass on to their future pa- 
tients,’ said Dr. Emmerson. His talk 
concluded the committee meeting. 


Tuberculosis in Japan.—In Japan the tuber- 
culosis death rate in 1936 was 206.6 per 100,- 
000 population, according to The Annual 
Epidemiological Report of 1937 of the League 
of Nations. This was the second _ highest 
tuberculosis rate among the nations of the 
world. 

Only Chile, with 265.8 tuberculosis deaths 
per 100,000, had a greater mortality rate. 
The same report lists the rate for the United 
States for 1937 as 53.6 deaths per 100,000. 

There are reported to be 1,500,000 cases of 
tuberculosis in Japan, with only 16,000 sana- 
torium beds, according to the medical super- 
intendent of New Life Sanatorium, Obuse, 
Mura. This compares with approximately 
500,000 cases in the United States and almost 
100,000 sanatorium beds.—V. 28, No. § 
(May, 1942) Bulletin National TB Associ- 
tion.

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SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 
DENTAL SCHOOL 


The accelerated dental educational 
program begins on June 19, 1942, at 
Northwestern University Dental School. 
In this school as in other dental schools, 
dental education has responded to the 
urgent needs of war by adopting the 
accelerated program. With this program 
the student completes his education in 
three calendar years, twelve quarters 
after entrance. 

Northwestern University Dental School 
adopted the quarter plan in the fall of 
1926. The first summer quarter was in- 
stituted in the summer of 1927. The 
summer quarter has. always been an 
elective for those who are admitted in 
the fall, and it has been a compulsory 
first quarter of a three calendar year 
plan for those entering in the summer. 
Therefore, the transition at this time is 
comparatively easy as the structure has 
been in operation for fifteen years. Now 
the summer quarter is compulsory for 
all. This necessitates only minor changes 
in the make-up of the curriculum. Many 
subjects of the autumn quarter will be 
moved to the summer with the necéssary 
changes in the respective sections of the 
year that follows. On September 24, 
1942, a second Freshman Class will enter 
dental training. This means that there 
will be two graduating classes, one in 
March, 1943, and one in June, 1943. 
The time for future graduating classes, as 
well as classes entering, will depend upon 
the colleges which give the requisite sub- 
jects for entrance into the dental school. 

Admission requirements, teaching 
standards, class, laboratory, and clinic 
hours have not been altered. The same 
standard will be maintained with the 
accelerated program as with the program 
as it has been given in the past. 


UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, 
COLLEGE OF DENTISTRY 


The Colleges of Dentistry, Medicine 


and Pharmacy of the University of IIli- 
nois will adopt an accelerated teaching 
program, beginning September 28, 1942, 
Students entering the College of Den- 
tistry on that date, and thereafter, will be 
able to secure the degree of Doctor of 
Dental Surgery in three calendar years. 

At the present time, the plan con- 
templates admitting only one class each 
year, in June. The year will be divided 
into four quarters of twelve weeks each, 
with vacation periods distributed at in- 
tervals throughout. The following dates 
are tentative, but indicate the approxi. 
mate period of time involved for each 
quarter : 

Fall quarter—September 28, 1942 to De- 

cember 19, 1942. 

Winter quarter— January 4, 1943 to 

March 27, 1943. 

Spring quarter—March 29, 1943 to June 

19, 1943. 

Summer quarter—June 21, 1943 to Sep- 

tember 11, 1943. 

First and second year students already 
enrolled will also reduce their period of 
study, in the case of the latter by three 
months, and the former by six months. 
Present third year students, however, will 
graduate in June, 1943, as originally 
scheduled.

A full-time dental interneship will be 
available at the University of Illinois 
Research and Educational Hospital, be- 
ginning July 1, 1942. The interne will 
receive board, room, uniforms and laun- 
dry service. In addition, a few dental 
externeships will be available in connec- 
tion, with the Surgical Institute for 
Children. 


Four more members of the faculty of 
the College have left to join the armed 
forces of the country: Victor H. Dietz, 
Captain, U. S. Army, is in Washington, 
D. C., Vernon Deutschman and Milton 
Engel, Lieutenants, Junior Grade, U. S. 
Navy, are at Great Lakes and San Fran- 
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cisco, respectively, and Charles Maurice, 
Lieutenant, U. S. Army, is stationed at 
Camp Edwards, Massachusetts. This 
makes a total of nine faculty members in 
active service. 


CHICAGO COLLEGE OF DENTAL SURGERY, 
DENTAL SCHOOL OF LOYOLA UNIVERSITY 


To meet both the needs of the armed 
forces and the recommendations of medi- 
cal and dental educational standardizing 
agencies, the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery, Dental School of Loyola Uni- 
versity announces the following accel- 
erated program of dental education. The 
program, as planned, will begin on June 
29, 1942. 

1. Freshman students will be admitted 
to class on June 29, 1942, and another 
class will begin on October 5, 1942. 
Those admitted in June will graduate in 
August, 1945, while those beginning in 
October will graduate in December, 
1945; 

2. The same requirements for entrance 
as previously will be enforced, namely a 
minimum of sixty semester hours of ap- 


proved college credit, including one year 
in each of the following subjects: Eng- 
lish, chemistry, biology, and physics. Also, 
one-half year of organic chemistry is 
necessary. 

3. Classes will be on the quarter sys- 
tem, each year to consist of four quar- 
ters of eleven weeks. This means that 
each student will attend class for forty- 
four weeks of every year over a total 
time of three years. 

4. There will be no diminution in 
either the quality or the quantity of in- 
struction as previously given in a four 
year course. 

5. There will be no increase in tuition 
and fees. 

It is becoming increasingly evident 
that without a speed-up in the field of 
dental education an acute shortage may 
be felt in this branch of health service. 
To meet both the needs of the armed 
forces and the civilian public the above 
plan was drawn up. The plan meets the 
approval of the standardizing agencies of 
both medical and dental education, and 
it is felt will do much to help out in the 
present emergency.

Health Conditions in Germany.—Informa- 
tion as to health conditions in Germany is 
difficult to obtain. The press is rigidly con- 
trolled, and truth is not only suppressed but 
replaced by any fiction which is thought to 
be helpful. However, leakage will occur. Few 
German medical journals come to this country 
now, but the Times is able to quote from in- 
formation showing that undernourishment and 
fatigue are beginning to tell on the popula- 
tion. In a copy of the Miinchener medizinische 
Wochenschrift the date of which is not given, 
Dr. C. Seiffert sets out to prove that precau- 
tions suggested by previous wars kept epi- 
demics under control until the outbreak of 
the conflict on the eastern front, but his figures 
suggest the opposite. Cases of diphtheria dur- 
ing the first five weeks of 1931 numbered 
25,144; in 1939, 65,144; in 1941, 65,775. 
For scarlet fever the figures were in 1931, 
19,494; in 1940, 56,154; in 1941, 167,428. 
For dysentery, 1931, 2,596; 1939, 6,135; 1940, 
12,705. Similar increases are shown for 
whooping cough, tuberculosis and food poison- 
ing. The average number of cases of disease 
given in 1931 is increased threefold in 1939 
and sixfold in 1941. 

The Deutsche medizinische Wochenschrift 
devotes the major part of two December issues 
to the effects of prolonged fatigue on health. 
It states that only relaxation can remove the 
effects, often far reaching, of sustained fatigue. 
All attempts to do so by stimulant drugs, such 
as amphetamine sulfate, have utterly failed. 
Increasing observations that the use of such 
drugs has not only produced total collapse 
but inculcated drug habits is strengthening 
the resolve of physicians not to use them for 
combating fatigue.—].A.M.A. 118:1382, 1942 
(Apr. 18).

Government to Pay for Hospitalization of - 


Civilians Injured by Enemy Action.—Surgeon 
General Thomas Parran, U. S. Public Health 
Service, and Dr. George Baehr, Chief Medical 
Officer, Office of Civilian Defense, have issued 
a joint memorandum on details of the pro- 
gram of the government’s paying for tempo- 
rary hospitalization for civilians injured as a 
result of enemy action. The funds have been 
allocated to the U. S. Public Health Service 
from the President’s Emergency Fund. The 
federal government will reimburse all hospitals 
caring for civilian casualties in the event of 
air raids or other enemy action at the rate of 
$3.75 a day. Any hospital in the nation, 
voluntary or governmental, may be used as a 
casualty receiving hospital in the Emergency 
Medical Service established by the Office of 
Civilian Defense. Certain institutions in “safe 
areas” may be used as emergency base hos- 
pitals for casualties or other patients whom 
it may be necessary to evacuate from urban 
hospitals in exposed areas. For this purpose 
federally owned equipment may be lent to the 
base hospital, and their staffs will be supple- 


mented by physicians of the area, who will be 
commissioned in the reserve corps of the U. §. 
Public Health Service. The management and 
control of all such hospitals will remain the 
responsibility of the local or state authorities. 
In the establishment of emergency base hospi- 
tals, hospitals are now being surveyed and will 
be classified on a basis of size, equipment and 
standards of operation. 

The organization of medical staffs for base 
hospitals as units affiliated with casualty hos- 
pitals will begin immediately. The physicians 
and dentists commissioned in the Public 
Health Service Reserve for service in these 
hospitals will receive the rank, pay and allow- 
ance equivalent to those of the medical corps 
of the army and will be selected from older 
age groups, from physicians with disabilities 
that make them ineligible for military service 
and from women physicians. They will be as- 
signed to service in regions in which they live 
as far as possible and will be recruited from 
the stations of civilian hospitals and cleared 
through the Procurement and Assignment 
Service —].A.M.A. 118:1374, 1942 (Apr. 18).
